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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is argued that Applicants are unclear as to the 
meaning... is not persuasive. This is not persuasive because Applicant appears to refer to particle sizes of the entire composition of 
Kepner, while Applicant claims sizes of one element of the claimed composition. When describing singly, Kepner discloses individual 
component sizes as small as 5 nm (see column 19, lines 51-57) and that they can be "the same" as component b, which includes 
crystalline vanadium, which would inherently correspond to vanadium having a size small as 5 nm. It is noted that Applicant merely claims 
"a portion" of vanadium having the claimed size and also that Applicant appears to admit that Kepner "discloses such particles preferably 
included aluminum oxide, silicon dioxide, and vanadium pentoxide". 

It is argued that regarding the Examiner's statement that... is not correct. This is not persuasive for the reasons above. 
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
